Egypt and the Sudan. 

In 1899 the Anglo-Egyptian Condominium 
recognised Britain’s right not merely to 
partnership, but to predominant partnef- 
ship, in the settlement and administration 
of the Sudan. Since that time British 
government has conferred large benefits 
on the country. Egypt won her inde- 
pendence almost simultaneously with the 
birth of the Irish Free State, and one of 
the first results of her new liberty has 
been an agitation that the Sudan shall be 
restored entirely to Egyptian rule. At, 
first the Prime Minister, Zaghlul Pasha, 
refused to allow himself to be “rushed” 
by this popular clamour. He made vague 
speeches which, while flattering his sup- 
porters’ aspirations, committed him to no 
definite policy. Now, however, Zaghlul 
seems to have burned his boats. He is 
about to negotiate with the British Govern- 
ment. concerning some surviving issues 
between the two and he 
announced a few days ago in his own 
Parliament that he would demand the 
complete evacuation of the Sudan by Great 
Britain. The British Government's reply 
to this statement was prompt and clear. 
In the House of Lords on Wednesday 
Lord Parmoor said that the Anglo- 
Egyptian settlement of 1922 would be 
honoured alike in the spirit and the letter, 
but that the British Government would 
not surrender a tittle of its rights and 
responsibilities in the Sudan, “ They 
recognised the obligations which had been 
undertaken towards the Sudanese, and re- 
garded these obligations as of such a 
character that they would not be 
abandoned by us without very serious 
loss of prestige.” In this respect the 
Labour Government adheres to the settled 
policy of its predecessors, and: Lord 
Parmoor identified it with Mr. Lloyd 
George’s declaration, made two years ago, 
that the recent and future progress of the 
Sudan must not be jeopardised. So the 
Egyptian Prime Minister has his answer 
and, perhaps, will not come to London at 
all. The that Lord 
Parmoor’s “a 
great sensation ” 
at Cairo. 

The Sudanese do not want Egyptian 
government ; the better educated and more 
thoughtful class of Egyptians does not 
want the Sudan; the very people who are 
shouting for it regard it as a place of 
exile and would hate the necessity ol 
service there. The demand for evacuation 
by Great Britain is, no doubt, the outcome 
of three causes. In the first place, sudden 
liberty is apt to “go to the head.” The 
Egyptian intelligentsia is intoxicated for 
the moment with a sense of self-importance 
and has hali-convinced itself that its recent 
emancipation represents a physical defeat 
of the British Empire. There are stil] in 
the Free State persons who talk as if 
Britich government actually had been ex- 
pelled from this country by force of arms. 
In the next place, matters are not going 
too well with the new Egypt, and the catch- 
cry of “the Sudan for the Egyptians” 
may serve to distract attention from the 
Government's grapple with 
urgent tasks of administrative reform. 
Finally, the Egyptian populace, misled by 
an ignorant Press, seems to have acquired 
the notion that a British Labour Govern- 
ment will concede anything and evéry- 
thing to politica] clamour. Where the 
essentials of Imperial security are con- 
cerned, however, the present Government 
is strictly faithful to England’s traditional 
policy, and, if it showed any real weak- 
ness, its fate would be sealed; for the 
British people s instinct in such matters 
is thoroughly sound. Twice in the course 
of the present week Mr, Macdonald's 
Government has spoken plain words which 
have dissipated fond illusions on both sides 
of the Meridian of Greenwich. Britain 
will not evacuate the Sudan because she 
is an authentic trustee of its welfare, 
and because anarchy in the Sudan 
might become once again—as it was before 
and during the Fashoda crisis—a grave 
menace to her Imperial interests. Through 
Britain’s magnanimity and respect for 
freedom Egypt has won a full measure ol 
independence. If she is wise, she will be 
content with it and will strive earnestly 
t» prove her fitness for its. duties and

British Trade. 


After nearly four years of almost un- 


paralleled depression British trade appears 
to be on the eveof agreat revival. Speaking 
on Thursday, Sir George Paish said that it 
was likely to be the greatest revival that 
the world ever had experienced ; and expert 
opinion throughout the United Kingdom 
is unanimous in its belief that the “bad 
times ” of the post-war period are drawing 
to an end. Mr, Lloyd George is almost 
equally sanguine, He told the Mancliester 
branch of the Federation of British 
Industries yesterday that the worst 
was over, that a new era of prosperity 
was in sight, and that he would 
back the British manufacturer and the 
British worker against the world. No 
country has suffered so severely as Great 
Britain since the war. Other nations 
have had revolutions and social upheavals, 
but Britain has been forced to pay the 
heaviest burden of taxation in history, and 
to support an army of workless men and 
women which no other country on earth 
could have supported. Credit has been 
tightened, currency has been deflated. The 
British people have been compelled to live 
under conditions of the utmost financial 
stringency ; yet they have succeeded in

The Open Championship. 


After a brief tenure of her own Open 
Golf Championship, England bade farewell 
to it again yesterday, and for the third 
time since the end of the war it is 
destined to make the long journey across 
the Atlantic. W. Hagen, this year’s 
winner, can claim a place among the giants 
of golf history, as he was victor in 1922 
and was the “ runner-up’”’ last year, when 
A. G. Havers won the championship 
for England, While British professional 
golfers have failed to cope with their 
American rivals during recent years, tha 
amateurs have acquitted themselves with 
more success. Their championship has not 
been won by an overseas player since 1904, 
although in 1920 Mr. Gardiner, the Ameri- 
can, came alarmingly near to victory. 
Another success for British amateur golf 
was won in the Walker Cup match this 
year. Although the balance of champion- 
ships during the last few years has 
favoured the Americans, there is little 
reason to fear for British golf, which has 
made a splendid recovery since the war 
and remains one of the brightest spots 
in international sport from the British 
point of view. Great Britain’s prestige in 
lawn tennis, polo and boxing has suffered 
harder blows, and it seems probable that 
the Wimbledon Championship in a week s 
time will go the same way as the Hoylake 
event. It is wrong to raise foolish cries 
about the decadence of British sport, bur 
it is even worse to conéemn American 
thoroughness and system. Ifa game is worth 
playing, it is worth winning. Happily, 
there are signs that Great Britain is re- 
asserting herself in the athletic world, and 
is resolved to do herself justice at the 
Olympic Games, where, for the first time, 
she must rank Irish athletes among the 
number of her competitors. 


A Road Remedy. 


In a letter which we print to-day Sir 
Robert Woods, a motorist of long experi- 
ence, makes a definite suggestion for the 
improvement of the roads in the Free 
State. He points out that the first slight 
abrasions on a road’s surface are the cause 
of all later trouble. He attributes the 
most serious damage to iron tyres of in- 
sufficient width, and suggests as a remedy 
that a standard width, in proportion 
to weight, shall be decreed by the road 
authority. This suggestion deserves to ve 
considered carefully, since it would not in- 
flict any great burden of expense and 
might save the roads from niany of the 
smal] fissures that grow so rapidly into 
large “ pot-holes.’’ Moreover, any step in 
this direction would have a heartening 
effect on the public, whose demand for 
action becomes daily more insistent. The 
Longford County Council has disclaimed 
responsibility for the appalling state of the 
roads in its area, The Council estimates 


the cost of steam-rolling the road from 
Longford to Lanesborough at £9,000, and 
holds that it is not entitled to ask the 
ratepayers for this big sum, “in view 
of forthcoming legislation to transfer the 
roads to State control.” In the mean- 
while nothing is done and everybody 
suffers. It is more easy and less expen- 
sive to keep a road in good condition than 
to provide a remedy for the ravages caused 
by neglect. A continuance of the present 
policy of inaction and doubtful responsi- 
bility merely postpones the inevitable and 
increases the price that must be paid 
sooner or later. We welcome Sir Robert 
Woods’s letter as a call to effort—a pro- 
posal, however modest, in the direction of 
“ something attempted, something done,”

IMANI AND HIS RELIGION. 


CONCLUDING DONNELLAN 
LECTURE. 


The final lecture of the series of Donnellan 
Lectures for 1924 on “ The Religion of the 
Manichees ” was delivered last qvening in the 
Regent House, Trinity College, Dublin, by 
Mr. F. Crawford Burkitt, D.D., F.B.A., 
Norrisian cime of Divinity in the 

niversity of Cambridge. : 
vt Burkitt asked cis Mani got the 
religion which he taught about the pos 
eternal principles of Light and Dark, an 
about the past, the present and the future. 
From what source did he derive his ideas! 
Ought Manicheism to be classed as an in- 
dependent religion or: as a Christian heresy ?! 
Of course, in one sense it did not matter. 
The followers of Mani would not be included 
in schemes for the reunion of Christendom, 
because there were none. But there was an 
interest in tracing the affiliation of ideas, and 
the better they understood in what way and 
from what quarter Mani came by those that 
he so attractively put forward to his con- 
temporaries sixteen centuries ago the more 
real and living his system would be to them 
to-day. i 

Obviously Manichwism was a synthesis, a 
construction, made of diverse materials. It 
owed its success to its attractiveness, for it 
offered no other credentials. No outstanding 
miracle’ was worked in Mani’s favour, and 
from the beginning it was persecuted by the 
civil and religious authorities of the civilised 
world. It was a wonder that it took root at 
all. and again that it did not wither away 
after Mani’s execution. Mani, before he 
began his wandering career, lived in 
Selencia-Ctesiphon, then the great centre of 
population in Babylonia. Selencia had been a 
Greek or semi-Greek city. With the coming 
of the Sasanians, when Mani was a little boy. 
Persian influence had, no doubt, greatly in- 
creased, but the ordinary language spoken was 
Aramaic, not Persian: this might safely be 
inferred from the fact that the language of 
the Mandan religion, which was a local 
religion, was Aramaic. 


- a 


Now, Selencia-Ctesiphon was a great mart, 
a meeting-place of East and West, in which 
Fastern faihoenes was mainly Persian, while 
the Western element, since the decay of 
Greek-speaking civilisation in Mesopotamia, 
was Syriac. Mani composed seven books, one 
in Persian and six in Syriac. Of these, one 
was composed for the benefit of King Shapur ; 
otherwise Mani wrote in Syriac; so that the 
natural source of his ideas would be that 
which was current in the Syriac literature of 
his time. Now, of the early writers who were 
concerned with Mani only one was a native 
of Mesopotamia, writing in Syriac himself 
with a knowledge of the mental atmosphere 
of the Syriac-speaking world. This was 5. 
Ephraim, who wrote at Edessa, and died 
there in 373. The lecturer turned, therefore, 
to Ephraim and found a quite definite thesis 
as to the origin of Mani’s conceptions: ac- 
cording to Ephraim Mani’s system was a 
fantastic reproduction of the mheretical 
Christian philosopher, Badaisan, and the 
heretical Christian Churchman, Marcion, 

He (the lecturer) believed that, in the main, 
S. Ephraim was right. But there was one 
preliminary objection to be considered. 
Christianity, it might be said, was mono- 
theistic; Mani’s system was dualistic. 
Persian religion, the religion of Zoroaster, was 
the very type of dualistic religion: did not 
this at once stamp Manicheanism as a mere 
variant of Zoroastrianism? The answer was 
that dualism was not confined to the religion 
of Zoroaster. It was a tendency, a view of 
the world, found among many who would 
disclaim altogether the name of dualist. 
There were, however, certain things that an 
orthodox Christian must not say. He must 
say that God created all things, both men 
and angels, including Satan. But in practice 
Satan was believed in as an independent 
power, who won victories among men againat 
the will of God, and who was destined to 
exist for ever in the company of those souls 
whom he dragged down to Hell. Ciod 
created Satan good, no doubt, and afterwards 
Satan rebelled. but who created the impulse 
which led Satan to rebel? Was it eternally 
there? He (the lecturer) was not going to 
discuss these questions, but it was obvious 
that the old-fashioned religious view of the 
Devil was not so very different from the 
“dualism ' of Mani 

* - ”. - 

If Mani derived his science from Bardaisan, 
he went elsewhere for his moral and social 
teaching. Ephraim’s “ Refutations’’ went 
far to show that here Mani’s master was 
Marcion. Fifgy years ago Marcion was treated 
as one of the Gnostics, and they were only 
beginning to realise that he was not one of 
any company, but a great and original reli- 
gious genius, the most remarkable Christian 
f the second century. Moreover, he founded, 

an organisa- 


ot a mere school, but a Church, 
tit o well arranged that, notwithstanding 
almost Continual persecution, it was almost 


as long-lhved as that of Mani. The Mar- 
clonites were a real force among the 
Christians of Mesopotamia, at least till the 
fifth century. 

The essential fact about Marcion was that 
he was a Christian Dissenter. Other heretics 
were heretics because they were only half 
Christian, but Marcion’s religion was 
essentially Christian and Biblical. He was a 
Dissenter from the orthodox interpretation of 
the Bible, but his philosophy started from it. 
As he understood him, Marcion, unlike 
Bardaisan and Mani, was only a cosmologist 
by accident; he was essentially concerned 
with morals and the working of the mind 
and what might be called the psychology of 
forgiveness, 5 

. . - - . 

Having discussed the newly-found docu- 
ments of the Manichees themselves, the lec- 
turer said that these Persian and Turkish 
fragments were really only a small portion 
of what was once an extensive literature. 
No one could study the Manichewan fragments 
from Turkestan without being conscious of 
the influence of Buddhism in many of the 
documents, and there could be little doubt 
that Buddhist ideas, mythology and litera- 
ture had a great share in the general civilisa- 
tion of the Manichewan communities in that 
part of the world i 

In concluding, the lecturer said that, when 
Mani came forward as the prophet of hia 
new religion, they must surely recognise 
that there was much in it to appeal to human 
religious instincts. It was natural to wish 
to be a son of the Light—children cry in the 
Dark, and “ a pleasant thing it is to behold 
the sun,” even in sultry Mesopotamia, More- 
over, Mani seemed to his followers to,have 
explained what the old religions which had 
gone before him had only hinted at. But 
beyond these generalities the philosophy 
which underlay the whole structure seemed 
to him to have even now a certain attrac- 
tion, still perceptible through its fantastic 
barbarian trappings. 

““ he world—a smudpe,' said Mr. Burkitt; 
“that is the view of Mani, and it was one 
which he sharea with Bardaisan. He shared 
‘ith him the concepts of the attack by the 
primordial Dark upon the Pure Elements: 
the consequent Mixture or, as I have ventured 
to call it, the Smudge; the control of the 
damage by the Good God, and a plan for the 
eventual redemption of souls from the power 
of the Dark element. The idea is that this is 
the best of all possible worlds—considering 
the circumstances, considering the ruin out 
of which it had to be constructed, Who 
knows!”

The Building Strike. 


The Minister of Labour is doing all th 
lies in his power to avert the threatened 
building strike, but without result. To-day 
he first saw the representatives of the 
workmen in order to discover if there wes 
any common ground for a joint meeting 
with the employers. There was not, un 
fortunately ; for the men demanded the 
withdrawal of the lock-out notices before 
anything else. The employers who arrived 
at the Ministry of Labour after the em- 
ployés had leit were unable to “help 
matters in any way. They require that 
the workers shall put their house in árder 
in the matter of the strike in Liverpool! 
and be prepared to discuss alleged breache 
of the agreement already standing before 
they will attend a joint conference.

The Betting Evil. ' 


The Prime Minister has undertaken to 
receiye a deputation at the earliest moment 
composed of persons who are gravely 
concerned at the evils of betting, gambling, 
sweepstakes and lotteries. A meeting was 
held at the House of Commons yesterday, 
when it was decided to set up a committee 
to arrange the personnel of the deputation, 
since it is desired by the organisers that 
it shall be representative of moral, 
religious, business and sporting interests. 
Bookmakers, presumably, will not be in 
vited. 


A Coal Bill. 


The Bill which is now being prepared by 
the Mines Department to give local 
authorities the power to deal in coal is 
unlikely to have any great chance of pass- 
ing in this part of the session, though it is 
probable that it will be introduced by Mr. 
Shinwell as an earnest of good intentions 
The purpose of the Bill is to cut out the 
middleman and his profits, and it 1s 
believed that it will be most effective im 
the poorer districts, whete the people are 
obliged to buy coal in very small quanti- 
ties. A very optimistic idea about the pro- 
posed measure is that it will keep down 
retail coal prices generally, and that these 
will also become stabilised. It will pro- 
bably be found that the local authorities 
will not be able to make any considerable 
reduction in price; for when they embark 
on a new career as coal merchants they 
will find overhead charges very much 
bigger than they expect. In most cases 
retail coal merchants have side lines which 
bring considerable grist to the mill and 
keep them going through the summer 
months. 


The Boundary Commission. 


Things will soon begin to move on this 
side in connection with the Boundary 
Commission; for Mr. Justice Feetham is 
due to arrive in this country next Monday, 
and, once he is here, it is probable that 
the Lord Chancellor will lose no time in 
setting up the Judicial Committee of the 
Privy Council. The name of Richard 
Feetham is not very well known on this 
side of the world, but he has done great 
work in South Africa ever since he went 
out with Lord Milner. As Town Clerk of 
Johannesburg, in a mining crisis he was 
invested with remarkable powers, but 
carried out his task with such success that 
he was applauded by everybody. He alter- 
wards had an enormous practice at the 
Bar,. but was not permitted to enjoy it 
for long, since he was appointed to the 
Bench. 


Standard Time. 


The innovation made by the Great 
Western Railway in the introduction of a 
standard time for the departure of the 
regular daily trains is likely to be followed 
by other lines, though Paddington is a 
huge station, and things can be done there 
that cannot be accomplished in a smaller 
space. The departure will be most care 
fully watched by other companies, and, if 
it is likely to add to efficiency or economy, 
it will be adopted as far as possible. 

‘Standardisation of departcre times 35 
not quite a new thing,” an official of the 
Southern Railway said this afternoon : 
“our Brighton trains already leave at five 
minutes past the hour, Eastbourne and 
Worthing at ten minutes past the hour, 
and Portsmouth at twenty and fifty 
minutes past the hour.” The Southern 
Railway, with its many trains to different 
centres every day, will soon be in a pos! 
tion to make great advances in its train 
services, particularly as regards those in 
connection with the Continent: but at 
present the amalgamation of three different 
railways absorbs almost all the time of 
the management.

He 
maintained that it should be a matter for the 
Committee to find out all the circumstances 
under which the money was given. 

On one oceasion two gentlemen came to his 
house, stating that they were collecting for 
the Volunteers. He told them he did not re- 
cognise the force, and after half-an-hour’s 
friendly and polite discussion they all parted 
the best of friends. He had to add that he 
was never the worse for his refusal to con- 
tribute. But there were many people in the 
country who were not treated so politely, 
people living in lonely places who were visited 
at night, and had no alternative to paying 
the demand. It would be a creditable thing 
to meet such debts. 

The doctrine that in support of a cause one 
could go to people, not very brave, and take 
their money, was a damnable doctrine, which, 
as the Minister for Justice had said, lay at 
the root of a lot of the trouble in the country. 
The example had spread quickly, and there 
would always be plenty of blackguards to 
dignify with a ble lhcciaiins title the game 
of filling their own pockets. He doubted 
whether it was wise to justify that doctrine, 
even retrospectively, by the use of the words 
' under pressure, If there was to be any 
security or progress that doctrine must be 
killed. Indirectly the section suggested that 
under some circumstances it would be a right 
thing to collect money under pressure, 

Mr. Johnson suggested the deletion of the 
phrase, “whether voluntarily or under pres- 
sure,” That would remove the implication 
that they were legalising acts which might 
well be mere highway robbery. 

Mr. Mulcahy supported Mr. Johnson, and 
said that it had never beer the doctrine that 
pebple should go round at night in lonely 
places to collect money from those who were 
unwilling to give it, and he did not know that 
such had been the practice. With the permis- 
sion of Headquarters a levy on a whole dis- 
trict had been imposed in some places where 
the burden of supporting the forces was falling 
too heavily on a few, but he did not think 
that the imposition of the levy was ever 
pushed to very great éxtremes or terrorism 
was used. 

President Cosgrave agreed to the suggestion 
of Mr. Johnson, and, Major Cooper's amend- 
ment being altered in accordance with jt, was 
made portion of the bill. 

The remaining sections were agreed to, and 
the bill was put through its Committee stage. 
Report stage next Wednesday. 


MILITARY PENSIONS. 


The President, moving the second reading 
of the Military Service Pensions Bill, said that 
the measure ought to have been introduced 
earlier, but the great accumulation of public 
business unduly delayed its introduction. It 
was proposed to make allowances for great 
and unselfish -services rendered in times of 
difficulty and danger. He hoped that it would 
satisfy the persons whom it was proposed to 
compensate. The country had not forgotten 
their services. 

He thought that the amounts specified in 
the bill were calculated to bridge the chasm 
in those men’s lives. It would be admitted 
that the interruption that had occurred would 
need a considerable amount of compensation 
to provide. Many of the men entered the 
service of the nation when they should have 
been attending to their studies, learning their 
business, or engaging in some other sphere of 
activity which would enable them to take their 
part in the battle of life, An interruption at 
such a period was a very serious matter, and 
they would have reason to complain if, having 
given of their best at that time, consideration 
should not be given to claims which they bad, 
but which they had never made, on the 
nation. 

The Government fully realised its indebted- 
ness to those gallant young men, and they in-

LORD CASTLETON OBTAINS 
AN ORDER. 


PICTURES AND PLATE.

An application was made in the Chancery 
Division, London, yesterday, to Mr. Justice 
Romer, on behalf of Lord Castleton, of Upper 
Ossory, and Granston Manor, Ballacoila, 
Queen's County, the tenant for life of the 
Fitzpatrick estates, settled by the will of the 
late Richard Wilson det. geen that certain 
pictures, plate and plated articles settled by 
the will might be sold under the direction of 
the Court. oe 

The respondents to the application were 
Randall Skeffington Smyth, of Manor Farm, 
Stockton, Codford, Wiltshire, the tenant in 
entail in remaitider of the estates, and Vis- 
count Doneraile and Edward Chetwode Hamil- 
ton, the trustees of the will. 

Mr. Dighton Pollock, for the applicant, said 

that the Fitzpatrick estate consisted now of 
Granston Manor and a certain amount of 
shooting land around ity and there was only 
about £7,500 of investments—War Loan and 
some railway stock. That was the whole of 
the Fitzpatrick estate available for the up- 
keep of the place, bringing in about £565 a 
year. 
" There was a marriage settlement whibh 
brought in two other estates, including Ossory, 
and under that a certain amount of income 
came to Lord and Lady Castleton. They 
could not live at Granston, and it could not 
be let, and they had to keep it up and the 
two other estates. There were certain pictures 
of considerable value, probably at least 
£10,000, and there was also a certain amount 
of plate, which had been for a number of 
years in a Dublin bank, never used and never 
looked at. That was quite apart from the 
plate used by the family. 

They had no account of the plate in the 
bank at present, but it was worth about 
£1,000. If that plate and the pictures were 
sold there would be something to come in. 
If it were said that this was a selfish applica- 
tion and only in the interests of the appli- 
cant, he (counsel) would retort that it was 
nothing of the sort, and the only question was 
whether it was against the interests of the 
remainderman to grant. the application. 

Mr. Hodge, for the remainder man, opposed 
the application. [He said that the tenant for 
life had to make out a case before he could 
exercise his power to sell. Lord Castleton 
had mortgaged the Ossory estate for upwards 
of £70,000, and he had been extremely ex- 
travagant.

Pensions for those who had contracted dis- 
ease in the Army which rendered them unfit 
to earn a livelihood, and to the dependents 
of those who had died as a result of disease 
contracted while serving, were omitted from 
the bill. 

The President—It is intended to bring for- 
ward a measure dealing with those pensions. 
It is one of those measures that take more 
time than nineteen other measures, for we are 
anxious that, while the bill should be com- 
plete, it should also be fool-proof. It is at 
present under consideration. 

Mr. Johnson said that he was very pleased 
that the matter was not being lost sight of, 
and he realised how important it was to take 
the greatest care in its preparation, If the 
effect of the present bill would be to heal the 
sores and make the path easier, it would have 
done a good deal. He hoped that some re- 
turn would be given by a great many of these 
young men to the State for the pensions 
which they would. receive for a great many 
years. 

Major Bryan Cooper pointed out that in 
the supplemental estimates sums of money 
were voted for men who had given service to 
the country, and he desired to know if the 
bill would supplant these supplemental votes, 
and whether the men would continue to re- 
ceive the gratuity as well as, say, a pension 
of £280 a year. He also desired to know 
would there be any liability for future ser- 
vice in times of emergency on the men who 
would be pensioned. Could they be called 
back to the Colours? 


GRUMBLINGS, 


How was the bill, if it became an Act, to 
be administered ? He feared that it was 
going to be a very large order, indeed, Even 
yefore . the second reading they heard 
grumblings about individual cases. He had 
already received a letter from Waterford 
abous the matter, and the same cry would 
come from all parts of@the country, and 
everyone who was dissatisfied with the 
terms would write to the deputies.

In bringing in such a measure' as that he 
thought that the President should have given 
some indication of what it was going to cost.

He would be surprised if the total liability 
would be less than a quarter of a million 
a year, and, with their present financial 
position, that was a somewhat serious 
matter. 

President Cosgrave, intervening, said that 
it was not intended to give pensions for 
National Army service alone; one should 
have previous service.

MOUNTAIN “FLOODS 
IN SWEDEN. 


TOWN THREATENED 
WITH DISASTER,

STOCKHOLM, Friday. 

The timber districts of North Sweden are 
threatened. Mountain floods have been un- 
usually violent this summer. 

Yesterday at the confluence of the two 

rivers—the River Vindelalv and the River 
Umealv—the huge floods broke up the tre- 
mendous timber stores, and these are now 
rushing down the waters at a tremendous 
ace. : 
: The situation. is especially critical at Spo- 
land, ten miles west of Ume, where over three 
million stocks of timber were broken down 
by the floods, and are moving down the 
stream rapidly in the direction of Ume. Walls, 
a yard thick in factories alongside the river 
have already been broken down and stone 
barriers have been swept away. The moving 
stocks of timber crashed last night two miles 
from the Ume railway bridge, where the two 
rivers unite, for the moment the movement 
being cleared, but if the waters continue to 
rise the town of Ume itself will be menaced, 
and all the bridges, houses, villages, power 
stations, industrial factories and sawmills 
along the river will be destroyed.

WESTMINSTER, Friday. 

The House of Commons having sat until 4 
o’clock this morning, there was no great 
eagerness on the part of members who had 
taken part in the long drawn-out debate on 
the London Traffic Bill to flock down for 
Friday’s sitting. 

As it was a private members’ day, the 
Jovernment were not greatly concerned one 
way or the other, and the few Ministers who 
deemed it necessary to put in an appearance 
were not at all perturbed when, almost at 
the beginning of the discussion of .Captain 
Bowyer’s Legitimacy Bill on report, atten- 
tion was called to the fact that there were 
not forty members present. This was 
rather unkind on the part of Sir Charles 
Osman, seeing that one of his own colleagues 
was responsible for the bill; but the hon. 
member for Oxford University made no 
secret of his disliks for. legislation of this 
kind, and he even went so far as to move 
its rejection, but failed to find a seconder. 

After much searching, the necessary 
uorum was forthcoming, and Mr. 
Rawlineon proceeded to move a new clause, 
to provide that no child born out 
of wedlock should be deemed to be 
legitimate by the subsequent marriage of its 
parents, unless both parties to the marriage 
avowed paternity in writing. 

The object of this proposal was to secure 


terous intercourse should be Jlegitimatised. 
This. he said, was the law of Scotland and of 
practically every civilised country. Marriage 
and the family, he declared, constituted the 
whole basis of society, and he deprecated any- 
thing which would tend to weaken it. 
Mr. Harvey. a Liberal member, did 
not think that too much regard should 
be paid to ecclesiastical objections to 
a bill of the sort. In these days 
they ought to be less concerned with the 
watchwords of the past than with the com- 
mon sense of the situation as it appeared to 
them to-day. With all his heart he desired 
that the sanctity of marriage should be pre- 
served, but there was no reason why an inno- 
cent child should have a stigma cast upon it. 
THE POSITION OF WOMEN. 

The Duchess of Atholl, whilst prepared to 
support the main provisions of the bill, con- 
sidered that a good case had beemnade out 
for the amendment, and would vote for it. 
There were some things which could not be 
done without imperilling the welfare of 
the community. It seemed to her that 
under the bill as it stood the temptation. to 
infidelity would, in many cases, prove 
irresistible. She added—Short of a declara- 
tion by Parliament in favour of a system of 
polygamy, I cannot imagine any measure 
more calculated to destroy the position of 
women than this bill without_the proposed 
amendment. 

The mover of the amendment found another 
supporter in Mrs, Philipson, who asked mf 
tain Bowyer, as being responsible for the bill, 
what he would think if his wife sanctioned 
his having children by another woman. It 
was too much to expect that any self-respect- 
ing woman woul agree to that. Captain 
Bowyer replied that that was such a travesty 
of what he wanted by the bill that it would 
be pure waste of time on his part to deal 
with it. 

The Attorney-General agreed with the view 
that the amendment was undesirable. The 
danger was, lest by pettifogging amendments 
of this kind, they should destroy the real 
morals of the bill, and it would ruin the lives 
of hundreds of unborn children. Mr. N. 
Chamberlain pointed out that the logical out- 
come of the amendment was that a man 
would never be allowed to marry a woman 
with whom he had committed adultery. After 
further discussion, in which Miss Susan 
Lawrence spoke against the amendment and 
Lady Astor in support of it, the House went 
to a division, when Mr. Rawlinson’s proposal 
was rejected by 136 votes to 65, and the bill 
was read a third time.

First, then, I introduce to you 
the Venerable Robert McKew, who in former 
davs studied mathematics and theology in our 
halls with conspicuous success, and after long 
and devoted service in his sacred office has 
lately been promoted Chaplain of the Fleet.

MUNICIPAL WAGES 
IN BELFAST. 


INCREASES OF £27,780. 


————— 
PROSPECT OF HIGHER 
RATES.

The Belfast Corporation, sitting in Com- 
mittee yesterday, voted increases in the wages 
and salaries of their employés to the amount 
of £27,780. . : 

The resolution giving effect to the increases 
was pa by votes to 16. 

The increases in wages applies only to em- 
ployés in the non-trading departments, the 
wages of the staffs in the trading section bein 
regulated by the trade union standard or by 
agreement. 

The increases which were voted yesterday 
are 5s. to men over 21, bringing their wages 
from £2 10s. per week up to £2 15s., and 
2s. 6d. to men under 21 and to women, The 
existing wages of men under 21 and of women 
vary. 

Of the additional burden of £27,780 to the 
pay roll of the Corporation, £25,000 repre- 
sents increased wages and £2,780 increased 
salaries. SE gray om * lifts’ in the salaried 
list are :—£ to Mr. J. D. Smith (manager 
of the gasworks), bringing his salary from 
£2,000 to £2,500, and £250 to Mr Johnston 
Wright (the City Electrical Engineer), bring- 
ing his salary from £1,750 to £2, The 
increment in the former case makes the gas- 
works engineer and manager the highest paid 
official in the service of the Corporation. 

A resolution to defer till 1925 all increases 
recommended by the various Committees was 
defeated. 

Members of the Corporation who were 
opposed to the increases pointed out that no 
provision had been made for the increases in 
this year’s Budget, so that they would have 
to be provided for in the 1925 Budget. 

In addition to the amount of the increases, 
the superannuation of workmen will also come 
into force next year at an estimated cost of 
Sd. in the £. It is almost inevitable that 
the rates next year will be increased by 1/3 
in the £, should the increases be confirmed. 

rhe increases, it is stated, will make the 
position of outside employers more difficult, 
especially during the present period of de- 
pression. They will probably be followed by 
demands upon employers in the city. One of 
the anomalies of thie position is that the men 
who brush the streets will now receive higher 
wages than skilled men in the gas and other 
say, “sar my under existing agreements. 

‘here is great indignation among the rate- 
payers at the prospect of higher taxes, which 
under the Rent Acts are now transferred to 
the tenants, and the action of the civic 
authorities will give additional impetus to the 
suggestion which has more than once been 
put forward recently for the suppression of 
the Belfast Corporation.

Before Mr. Justice Meredith, the hearing was 
resumed of the action, in which the plaintiff 
is the Rev. James O'Callaghan, of Kilavhan, 
Odorney, Co. Kerry, and the defendant, is the 
Most Kev. Charles O'Sullivan, Bishop of 
Kerry. The plaintiff claims a declaration 
that the decree of removal dated 15th Novem- 
ber, 1919, and the confirmation of it dated 6th 
January, 1920, given by the Most Rev. Dr. 
O'Sullivan; at the Palace, Killarney, purport- 
ing to remove the plaintiff from his ottice and 
benefice of Parish Priest of the Parish of 
Eyeries ((Kilcatherine), Co, Cork, and Diocese 
of Kerry, is illegal unauthorised, ultra vires, 
and void; an injunction to restrain the Most 
Rev. Dr. O'Sullivan from acting upon the 
decree and directing him to restore the plain- 
tiff to his office and benefice; and an inquiry 
as to what damages have been suffered by the 
plaintiff by reason of the decree, and payment 
of the amount found on the taking of the 
inquiry, It was stated that the issue in the 
action was whether the steps taken for the 
removal of the plaintiff were in accordance 
with the Canons of the Church. 

Mr. Jellett, K.C., Mr. Wood, K.C., and 
Mr. Hubert Hamilton (instructed by Mr. A. 
Lane Joynt) appeared for the rev. plaintiff ; 
and Mr. Brown, K.C., Mr. McCann, K.C., and 
Mr. Bernard Roche (instructed by Mr. E. J. 
Downing) fér the Most Rev. defendant. 

Mr. Brown, K.C., was about to resume his 
Opening statement, when 

Mr. Justice Meredith said that there was no 
contract alleged in the statement of claim at 
all, - He asked what was the sanction of the 
decree, and he found that the sanction was 
purely ecclesiastical, He had not got inter- 
ference with any civil right. He wanted to 
see how was the jurisdiction of that, Court 
invoked. While he quite recognised that the 
decree of an ecclesiastical court could come 
under the review of that Court, if it came in 
a proper way, he had yet to be shown that 
this case came before him in a proper way. 
As this case came before him it was simply 
an appeal from a decision of the ecclesiastical 
courts. He wanted to know how had the 
decree in this case interfered with any civil 
right of the plaintiff, and how was the juris- 
diction of that Court invoked.

TORTURE,”

‘Cleanliness and order.” These are “the 
two most remarkable things which -the dele- 
gates of the Soviet delegation found in 
London, according to letters from members 
of the party which are being published in the 
Moscow Press. 

One of the Russian diplomats, M. Kutusoff. 
writes :—‘‘I was dumbfounded at the rail- 
way station—lights, lights without end. A 
wonderful sight. Cleanliness and order such 
as we do not know in Russia. We were met 
by some Lords—Allah knows who. There 
were silk Rats, Derbies, and starched shirts. 

“ What is the hotel like? English cleanli- 
ness—wonderful. The dinner? English food 
for a Russian is not food; it is torture. You 
sit at the table. Clean linen and an array of 
knives and forks—nothing else. Soft stepping 
waiters bring dish after dish. Teo a Russian 
the portions are microscopic. Fifteen 
minutes after you pay your bill you are 
again hungry.” i E 

M. Kutusoff was still more impressed by 
the London streets. “I must say that if we 
had such traffic in Moscow we would have to 
post six or seven. militiamen (policemen) 
at each corner; and even then they would not 
be able to keep order. The cars are two 
storeys high, and all made of glass. Standing 
Is prohibited on both storeys. They carry 
forty passengers. They race as though the 
were in the middle of the Vacan Steppes. 

“It is a large city. From one end to the 
other it is forty versts. Just think! In 
London live eight and one-half million people, 
and if in Moscow we had two million we 
would cheer. Altogether I must write that 
London is a city; a village. And 
they manage to exist without a Soviet régime. 
Who can understand it? And they built this 
city under capitalism.”’ :

COUNSEL’S STATEMENT. 
Mr. Brown resumed his opening statement 
on behalf of the Most Rev. Dr. O'Sullivan. 
There was a clear distinction between the 
judicial removal and the administrative re- 
moval of a parish priest. The judicial re- 
moval involved a crime or a more or less 
grave offence. It involved a trial before 
a tribunal, and, therefore, it necessitated a 
formal citation. An administrative removal 
did not necessarily involve any fault on the 
part of the priest at all. It did not involve 
any trial before a tribunal. It was a mere 
administrative act, done not to punish the 
priest, but to benefit the parish. Each of 
those methods of procedure was dealt with 
in a separate and distinct part of the code. 
‘here were three courses open to Father 
O'Callaghan. He might resign, and = 
there was an end of it. He might ..ave asked 
for delay, or, without asking for: delay, he 
might impugn the causes invoked for his 
removal. He did not resign; he did not ask 
for delay at this stage, for the production of 
proofs, or any other reason. But he im- 
pugned the causes in his letter of the 15th 
July. In a case in which a parish priest 
Ma the. canses of his removal, the 
bishop must examine the reasons adduced by 
the parish priest; he must consult the same 
examiners; he must approve of or reject the 
reasons, and he must notify his decision 
to the parish priest by a decree. There was 
not a word about issuing a citation. All the 
four requirements were duly carried out in 
this case. In one of his letters to the 
bishop, Father O'Callaghan said—‘* Poet 
your decree; or better, burn it.” He had 
no intention at all of appearing before the 
bishop. 


CANON LAW. 
The Very Rev. Dr. Kinnane, examined by 
Mr. Brown, stated that he was a Doctor 
of Canon Law and Professor of Canon Law 
at Maynooth College. The canon law of the 
Church provides for two modes of removal 
for what is described aa an _ irremovable 
pastor. 
Mr. Wood objected to any questions ex- 
cept those which referred to translations of 
the written code which was before his 
lordship. 
Mr. Justice Meredith allowed the question, 
subject to Mr. Wood's objection. 
Mr. Brown (to witness)}—What is the mean- 
ing of “an irremovable pastor’? The term 
is used principally to distinguish certain parish 
priests bhail others who are called removable. 
The irremovable priests have a greater 
amount of stability in their parishes than 
other parish priests. An irremovable parish 
priest. cannot be removed except for the rea- 
sons and after the observance of the forms 
prescribed by Canon Law. 
What are the two modes of removal? The 
two modes of removal are judicial removal 
and administrative removal. There are several 
distinctions between the two. In the first 
place, in regard to the causes on account of 
which these different removals may take place, 
the judicial removal can take place only for a 
grave crime, and in regard to an irremovable 
parish priest that crime must be specified in 
the Code. These are the only crimes to which 
this punishment is attached. You have a 
number specified in the Code of Canon Law. 
In regard to sdministrative removal, the cause 
is some fact, culpable or non-culpable, which 
renders the parish priest’s ministry in his 
parish harmfu!, or, at least, useless. 

The Canons of the Code which deal with 
the judicial process require the service of a 
ciation as a preliminary to the trial’ Yes. 

In your opinion, do any of those provisions 
as to the necessity for a citation apply at all 
to the case of administrative removal! It is 
my opinion that they do not. 

You have been present in Court and you 
have heard the facts and the circumstances of 
this case. In your opinion was any formal 
cifatio necessary in this case ? In my opinion, 
no formal cifatio was necessary. 

The Very Rev. Dr. Kinnane, in further 
evidence, stated that the law and practice now 
embodied in this Code had been previously in 
existence in the Church

But in 1904, when Father O'Callaghan was 
appointed parish priest of Eyeries,these canons 
did not exist in the Code of Canon Law as it

Re-examined by Mr. Brown, K.C.— Father 
O'Callaghan was not an accused person in this 
matter, and no sentence was passed upon 
him. i 

The Very Rev. Dr. O'Neill, Professor of 
Moral Theology and Canon Law. Maynooth 
College, examined by: Mr. McCann, K.C., 
agreed with the evidence of the Very Rev. 
Dr. Kinnane. In his opinion, no formal 
citation was necessary. 

This closed the evidence. 


CLOSING ADDRESSES. 

Mr. McCann, K.C., addressing the Court on 
behalf of the Most Rev. Dr. O'Sullivan, said 
that the question that his client was anxious 
to have ided in this action was whether 
the plaintiff had been removed in accordance 
with the Canon Law applicable to the case. 
The bishop had p ed to the verge and 
limit of indulgence in this case. The action, 
he submitted, was entirely untenable in law 
and on the merits, and he asked his lordship 
to dismiss it on the morits. 

Mr. Wood, K.C., replying on behalf’ of 
Father O'Callaghan, said that apart from the 
specific necessity of serving a citation, it was 
repugnant to natural justice that the hear- 
ing of the cause should take place in the 
absence of the accused and without knowledge 
on his part of the time or place.

mons this week drew attention to the 
hitherto unnoticed fact that under the new 
United States immigration law, which comes 
into force next Tuesday, the Irish Free State 
has a separate quota from Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland. Mr. Ponsonby, replying 
to Captain Brass, gave an estimate of the 
number of immigrants to be admitted under 
the new Aci as 41,772 from Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland, and 20,886 from the Irish 
Free State. That is to say, the Irish Free 
State, with a population of about 5,200,000, 
ia given a quota equivalent of nearly half of 
that allotted to Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland, together with their aggregate popula- 
tion of about 44,000,000. While she old joint 
total has been greatly curtailed, the fraction 
due to Southern—or Roman Catholic—lIreland 
has been multiplied many times. 
The whole new immigration law presents 
an interesting study in racial or national 
selection, certain countries in the general 
rocess of restriction being rather more 
ighly favoured or less severely dealt with 
than others. For various reasons, perhaps 
not unconnected with the political activity of 
the large Irish element in the United States, 
special favour has clearly been shown to the 
Irish Free State. It is true that when there 
was one quota for the United Kingdom there 
has rt so been a substantial surplus frem 
the English share of the quota, and this 
surplus has been absorbed by Irish emigrants. 
The exceptionally large quota now given to 
the Free State may be intended to maintain 
something like the customary proportion of 
Irish immigrants under the former United 
Kingdom quota, and it is probable that the 
Government of the Irish Free State has 
taken steps not only—as we reported in our 
columns Íast February—to secure a special 
guota, but also to maintain under the new 
arrangement the former proportion. There 
is, of course, nothing whatever for us to 
complain of in all this, but it is certainly 
interesting as indicating one special strain in 
the development of the difficult population 
problem in the United States.

ANNIVERSARY OF ARCHDUKE’S 
MURDER. 

The Times, in a leading article, says :—This 
is the tenth anniversary of the deed which 
brought upon mankind the most terrible of 
all wars. On June 28, 1914, the Archduke 
Francis Ferdinand and his wife were murdered 
in cold blood in the streets of Sarajevo. but 
no man then foresaw the tremendous events 
which were to follow.
